Mass grave found near Mexico City 



TLALMANALCO (AFP) - 
Mexican authorities are inves¬ 
tigating whether human re¬ 
mains found in a park outside 
the capital belong to 1 2 young 
people whose kidnapping in 
May shocked the city, officials 
sad yesterday. 

M exico City's top prosecu¬ 
tor, Rodolfo Rios, said the re¬ 
mains of seven people have 
been recovered since the 
search began Wednesday and 
drat investigators were looking 
for more bodies m the rough 
terrain. 

The mass grave was disco¬ 
vered m a park in the town of 


Tlalmanalco, same 30 kilome¬ 
ters (19 miles) southeast of die 
capital, and police put up a 
checkpoint on a dirt road sur¬ 
rounded by com fields one 
kilometer from the site. 

“For the moment seven 
bodies were recovered from 
the site, and obviously due to 
die state of decomposition we 
will have to wait for an au¬ 
topsy," Rios said 

Rids told Fores Television 
it would take at least two days 
to get results from D>JA tests 
to identify die remains. An of¬ 
ficial from the federal attorney 
general's office said five of the 


remains were mere bones 

Tlie 13 victims were kid¬ 
napped from a Mexico City 
bar in broad daylight last May 
in a case that raised concerns 
about security in the capital, 
which has been relatively im¬ 
mune from the country's drug 
cartel violence. 

Rios has linked the mass 
kidnapping to a dispute be¬ 
tween two gangs known as La 
Union and Tepis, which sell 
drugs m the city's rough Tepito 
nei ghb o rho o d But M exico 
City authorities insist that the 
bigger cartels do not operate in 
the capital.

LONDON (AFP) - Entish 
counter-tenor police yesterday 
launched a criminal investiga¬ 
tion into documents seized 
from the Brazilian boyfriend of 
a j ournalist working to publish 
secrets from US intelligence 
leaker Edward Snowden. 

Hie development came after 
Britain's High Court ruled that 
material seized from David Mi¬ 
randa, the boyfriend and assis¬ 
tant of Guardian journalist 
Glenn Greeirwald, can only be 
partially examined by police 

London's Metropolitan Po¬ 
lice said publication of the 
"highly sensitive" data seized 
from 38-year-old Miranda dur¬ 
ing lus detention under anti-ter¬ 
ror laws at London's Heathrow 
Airport on Sunday could cause 
a risk to life.

Missing Pakistan journalist found dead 

KARACHI (AFP)-A body found dumped on the outskirts 
of Karachi was Thursday identified as that of a journalist 
who went missing in a restive part of the city five 
months ago. Two bodies were found Tuesday in the 
west of the city, Pakistan's sprawling, violent economic 
heart, and a piece of paper found on one suggested he 
was missing journalist Haji Abdul Razzaq Baluch. But 
the body, which bore torture marks, was so disfigured 
that relatives needed several visits to the mortuary to 
confirm the identity. Razzaq, an ethnic Baluch, was a 
sub editor at the daily Tawar (Voice), a Baluchi-language 
daily, who went massing in March. Family sources said 
he was abducted in part of Lyari Town, the district of 
Karachi worst affected by the ethnic and political gang 
warfare that plagues the city, urn an rights groups say 
hundreds have been detained, killed or gone missing as 
government forces fry to crush the uprising by ethnic 
Baluch groups.

He was formerly the 
editor in chief of Al-Adwaa Daily and a cofumnist for sev¬ 
eral other publications. Salih is known for his criticism 
of Bashir and the regime's human rights abuses. He was 
imprisoned for several months in 2012 after an Al- 
Jazeera interview where he spoke out against the alleged 
rape of youth activist Safia Ic hag, The award, the fifth an¬ 
nual prize named for the fate Agence France-Presse re¬ 
porter and editor, will be presented at a ceremony at the 
National Press Club in Washington on October 24. 
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Bat linked to mysterious 
MERS virus 



WASHINGTON (AFP) -A bat has been linked to the mys¬ 
terious and at times fatal MERS coronavfrus plaguing 
the riddle East, according to a study. Researchers said 
they detected a 100 percent genetic match in an insect- 
eating bat close to the home of the first known victim of 
the disease in Saudi Arabia. Middle East Respiratory 
Syndrome has killed 47 people worl dwide, 39 of them in 
SaudlArabia. MERS is considered a cousin of the SARS 
virus that erupted in Asia in 2003. Like SARS, it is 
thought to have jumped from animals to humans, and 
shares the former's flu-like symptoms -- but differs by 
causing kidney failure. After a series of analyses, a fecal 
sample taken from an Egyptian Tom Gat collected within 
several kilometers of the home of the first known MERS 
victim ''contained sequences of a virus identical to those 
recovered" from that person.

HEW YORK CITY (AFP) - A 
technology glitch on Thursday 
shut down trade on the Nasdaq 
for more than three hours, an 
unprecedented halt on the sec¬ 
ond-largest US stock exchange. 

Full trading resumed around 
3:25 pm (1925 GMT). 

The tech-rich exchange at 
around 13:15 pm halted trade in 
all "Tape C" securities, which 
includes options and securities 
due to a problem with its SIP or 
securities information process¬ 
ing, system, which interfaces 
with other exchanges on stock 
quotes 

The suspension haze values 
on big technology stocks like 
Apple, Google and Facebook 
as well as the value of the Nas¬ 
daq Composite index. 

The Nasdaq index was up 
31 38 (0.87percent) at3,631.17 
when trading was halted 

Shortly after it resumed, the 
index was up 34 13 (0 95 per¬ 
cent) at 3,633 92 

The glitch promises to in¬ 
crease scrutiny on Nasdaq, 
winch came under fire follow¬ 
ing technical difficulties with 
Facet ook's initial public offer¬ 
ing in May 2012 

After that debacle, Nasdaq 
paid the Securities and Ex¬ 
change Commissi an a $10 mil¬ 
lion penalty, following a series 
of missteps that included a de¬ 
sign glitch m Nasdaq's system 
to match IPO buy and sell or¬ 
ders. 

An SEC spokesman said the 
US securities regulator was 
monitoring the situation and 
was *in close contact with the 
exchanges" Treasury Secretary 
Jacob Lew was briefed on the 
issue, officials said. 

The shutdown came on a 
quiet day for Nasdaq, with no 
m aj or e conomic n ews events or 
earnings from major Nasdaq 
companies. But analysts said 
such a stoppage could cause 
significant problems on a busier 
news day.

Dutch 
Rabobank 
says to shed 
jobs after 
profits sag 

THE HAGUE (AFP) - Dutch 
lender Rabobank announced 
yesterday a 14 0 percent drop 
m net profit for the first half 
of 2013, confirming it will 
cut 3,000 jobs. 

While net profit fell 175 
million euros to 1 11 billion 
euros ($1.46 billion), turn¬ 
over slumped by 6 0 percent 
to 6 44 billion euros, the 
group said in a statement. 

" Rah ob ank can 1 o o k b ack 
at a difficult first half-year m 
2013," group chairman Piet 
Moeiiand added. 

“The Dutch economy re¬ 
mained in recession and the 
jarospects for recovery con¬ 
tinue to be poor The pro¬ 
longed nature of the econo¬ 
mic downturn is particularly 
taking its toll, 1 he said. 

The effects were an in¬ 
creased number of bankrupt¬ 
cies and a rise in unem¬ 
ployment, Moeiiand said. 

"Our customers' financial 
situation did not improve m 
general," he added, leading to 
lower profits 

Tire lender, based in the 
central Dutch city of Utrecht, 
sad some S,Q0Q local jobs 
out of a total of 23,000 will 
be scrapped "withinthe com¬ 
ing years" as it restructures. 

The move, called "Vision 
2016," will also see around 
36 local Rabobank branches 
close their doors, leading to a 
cost-saving of one billion 
euro s 

Despite P.abobank's wor¬ 
sening p erformance it kept its 
Core Tier 1 ratio, an indication 
of a bank's capital strength, at 
12.9 percent compared to the 
requirement of around 7.0 
percent, the bank said 

The group expected do¬ 
mestic spending to contract 
further in 2013 mainly as a 
result of a drop in Dutch dis¬ 
posable income and gov em¬ 
inent budget cuts

VATICAN CITY (AFP) - A teenager who wrote to Pope 
Francis got a shock when the Catholic leader called him 
up for a chat - the latest example of the pontiff's down- 
to-earth approach. Francis called up a journalist friend 
on the day of his election and even phoned a newspaper 
stand in Buenos Aires to cancel his subscription. Ste- 
fano Cabizza, a 19-y ear-old student from Padua in north¬ 
east Italy, had sent a letter to the pope, the local II 
Gazzettino daily said on Thursday. But he said he never 
expected the phone to ring and a voice on the other end 
to say: rr Hello T it's the pope". Cabizza said that the two 
"laughed and chatted for eight minutes" and that Francis 
had blessed him. The pope, formerly the archbishop of 
Buenos Aires, makes many calls directly in a break with 
protocol under which calls are usually handled by aides 
or at least through the Vatican switchboard. He recently 
called an Italian man who was paralysed after a car acci¬ 
dent and who recently lost his brother.

ter-finals while top-ranked 
Novak Djokovic is set for a 
potential semi-final clash 
against defending champion 
Andy Murray. 

Seventh-seed Federer, a 17- 
tnne Grand Slam winner 
wlmse run of five US Open ti¬ 
tles m a row was halted by 
Juan Martin Dei Potro in the 
2009 final, was Thursday 
drawn into the same quarter as 
second seed Nadal, a 12-time 
major winner who completed a 
career Slam with his 2010 US 
Open title. 

The top-ranked potential 
semi-final rivals for either 
Spaniard Nadal or Swiss star 
Federer would be Spanish 
fourth seed David Ferrer or 
French eighth seed Richard 
Gasquet. 

In the other half of the draw; 
Serbia's Djokovic, die reigning 
Australian Open champion and 
the 2011 US Open winner, has 
a tough path to the September 
9 men's final that would in¬ 
clude a last-eight matchup 
against Argentina's Del Potro. 

Djokovic might then have a 
semi-final against defending 
champion and third seed Mur¬ 
ray of Britain just to reach the 
final, with Wimbledon winner 
Murray 1 s hi ghe st-r ank ed oppo¬ 
nent, mins quarter being Czech 
fifth seed Tomas Bendych. 

On the women's side, world 
number one and top seed Ser¬ 
ena Williams could face eighth 
seed Angelique Kerber in the 


quarter-finals and either Polish 
third seed Agnieszka Rad wan - 
ska or Chinese fifth seed Li Na 
in the semi-finals. 

Second seed Victoria 
Azarenka of Belarus and 
Czech seventh seed Petra Kvi- 
tova were drawn into the same 
quail er of the field with pa ssi- 
ble opponents in the semi-fi¬ 
nals including Italian fourth 
seed Sara Errant, a 2012 US 
Open semi-finalist, and Danish 
sixth seed Caroline Wozniacki. 

Williams, who opens against 
Italy's former French Open 
winner Francesca Schiavone, 
could face US 15th seed 
Sloans Stephens in the fourth 
round and might meet sister 
Venus, a two-time US Open 
winner, in the quarter-finals. 

Stephens defeated Serena 
Williams in the Australian 
Open quarter-finals back in 
January. 

Djokovic opens against 
Lithuania's Ri car das Berankis 
with a possible second-round 
match against German Ben¬ 
jamin Becker or Czech Lukas 
Ro sol
